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The mantel in sketch is from the dining-room of Charles H. Sayre's residence, Utica, N. T. The room is 18 by 20 feet, lighted 
on one side by triplet windows, virtually transforming this side into glass. The angles opposite the fireplace contain cabinets, with 
drawers for linen, cutlery, etc., shelves for plate, and glass-enclosed spaces for china. Between these cabinets is the entrance from 
the hall. The side walls are decorated with dado and frieze, and have wooden chair-rail and picture molding. The wall is papered. 
The body is a quiet gray, with a dull yellow figure ; dado, same color as figure in body with bold drawings in darker shades of same 
color ; the frieze, a lighter olive yellow with drawings in yellow and gray. The ceiling is divided into panels by wooden rails, panels 
covered with canvas/ and tinted a quiet light gray with drawings stencilled in shades of yellow. The mantel is set against a breast 
of pressed brick, laid in red putty. The hearth is laid in plain unglazed red tiling. Floor of polished oak, partially covered with 
rugs. The entire woodwork of room is quartered oak, darkened with acids, and finished with flat polish. Fireplace trimmings, 
together with hardware and gas fixtures, are old brass. The furniture is of quartered oak, stained as room, covered with dull green 
leather, and designed for this place.
